Losing Malpractice Plaintiffs 
Must Pay $2,379 Costs To M.D.

A Niles gynecologist clean'd last month of malpractice claims 
has been allowed to assess $2,379 in costs against the Berrien 
Springs couple who filed the suit against him. 


Berrien Circuit Judge Chester J. Byrns granted the order which 
allows Dr. John E. Doolittle to assess the costs against Melvin and 
Isla Anderson, who had sought $135,IKK) in damages from Doolittle. 


Byrns said the sum which he allowed is one of the largest he can 
remember outside of land condemnation cases, noting “ it’s very 
rare to have costs in that amount.” 


Doolittle was clean'd of the malpractice claims last month in a 
circuit court civil trial. A jury returned a verdict of no cause for 
action 


Most of the costs Byrns assessed against the Andersons were 


fees for Doolittle’s witnesses. The Andersons’ suit claimed 
negligence on the part of Doolittle during a hysterectomy opera­ 
tion he performed on Mrs. Anderson five years ago. 


Doolittle during the trial denied all charges of wrongdoing, 
stating a restriction which developed in Mrs Anderson’s ureter 
was the result of scar tissue developed after the operation. He also 
denied a urologist should have been called in to assist in the 
operation and it was proper not to use a catheter.

Mystery Persists 


S.'-On July 20, 1956, the Italian luxury 
;' liner Andrea Doria left her home port 
Tot .Genoa for New York with 1,706 pas- 
•"iengers and crew members aboard. 
.Six days later she was lying on the 
"^•Bottom of the Atlantic a 30-foot gash in 
'.•her starboard side. The Andrea Doria 
:-,sSnk oh July 26, one day, after colliding 
v^fith 
the Swedish-American 
liner 


^Stockholm, which had left New York 
.the day before en route to Europe. The 
^cgllision occurred shortly before mid- 
aiight in a fog-shrouded area 50 miles 
.s'puth of Nantucket. The Stockholm's 
bow, specially constructed to cut 
through ice, penetrated one-third of 
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the Italian liner's width. 


"In that brief moment," wrote 


Robert F. Burgess (Sinkings, Salvages 
and Shipwrecks, 1970), "the gay, 
peaceful world of the-Andrea Doria 
became a nightmare of death, and 
confusion. On her decks, strolling 
passengers were slammed into ven- 
tilators 
and 
bulkheads. 
In 
the 


Belevedere lounge, dancers were 
knocked into a jumbled heap on the 
floor. In the card rooms, tables were 
jerked from ttieir fastenings, while at 
the bars, drinkers were showered with 
broken glass. Belo\v decks, passengers 
were lifted from their beds and-hurled 
against cabin walls." In all, 50 people 
were killed. 


The Andrea Doria had barely settled 


in her underwater grave before plans 
to salvage her were discussed. Dozens 
of schemes were conceived, but all 
were abandoned in the face of the 
many technical and legal problems 
involved. Meanwhile, reports of the 
wealth aboard her grew. There is said 
to be more than a million dollars in 
cash, jewels, industrial diamonds and 
negotiable bonds in her three safes and 
safe deposit boxes. 


The latest attempt lo explore the 


Andrea Doria was organized by film- 
maker Peter Gimbel and German ac- 
tress Elga Andersen. Last summer 
they and their crew spent four weeks 
filming the sunken liner, including the 
damaged section which had not been 
seen since she sank. Their adventures 
were the subject of "a television 
program broadcast .last March. Ac- 
cording to Gimbel, the reasons why 
the ship went down have never been 
adequately explained, lie quoted a 
congressional committee report that 
staled Hie Andrea Doria sank "after 
damage apparently less than she 
.should have been able lo withstand." 
Meanwhile, the mystery of what really 
happened to the Andrea Doria remains 
buried along with her treasures.

During the late 30s the legislature 
required all administrative agencies to 
submit new or modified regulations 
for a review. Until approved by the 
legislature those changes were held in 
abeyance. 


The motivation was a well founded 
belief that the bureaucrat! under the 
guise of issuing rules and orders to 
flesh out basic statutory enactm ents 
were making law contrary to what the 
legislature had in mind. 


This salutary measure is virtually a 
dead letter. 


The legislature assigns the xeview 
mission to House and Senate commit­ 
tees which rubberstamp whatever is 
laid before them. The practice is 
defended on the ground that most 
legislators are unqualified to pass 
upon the merits or demerits in day to 
day administration of the law. 


In his final term as Governor, 
George Romney acting under a new 
provision in the 1963 state constitution, 
re-organized the adm inistrative of­ 
fices. 


To the best knowledge of those ob­ 
serving the process a better descrip­ 
tion would be a reshuffle among the 
agencies then in existence. 


No agency, however obsolete, ceased 
to exist, no one was dropped from the 
payroll, and for the most part the 
division of labor was not seriously 
disturbed. 


As an example of the latter, a 
Department of Treasury 
was es­ 
tablished supposedly to bring tax 
collection under one roof. However, 
the Department of Natural Resources 
still sells fishing and hunting licenses, 
the Department of State collects au­ 
tomobile license fees, within Treasury,

No one in Silver Springs or 
Georgetown need lose any sleep 
over a reorganization shaped by 
Clark Clifford. 


Other key Carter adv isors are

from

Brookings Institution, the chief 
think-tank 
of establishm ent 
orthodoxy. On foreign policy, 
most of the Carter input seems 
to be coming from the Council 
on Foreign Relations, more es- 
tablishm entanan than which 
you simply cannot get. 


On his recent visits to Capitol 
Hill, Carter has assiduously 
conveyed the impression that he 
is highly clubbable. Moreover, 
though he made much of the 
need for “ moral leadership” 
while on the campaign trail he 
has been exceedingly discreet 
as regards the moral leadership 
provided by Wayne Hays, the 
Mediterranean junketeering of 
Speaker-to-be “ Tip” O’Neill, 
and other congressional cans of 
worms. 


The old say ing goes: if you 
can’t beat them, join them. 
Carter beat them and now he 
has joined them. At one point, 
the

would

preferred to purr along with a 
familiar Hubert Humphrey mo­ 
tor, but Carter is now being in­ 
stalled under the hood and, 
having given him a second look, 
the passengers look forward to a 
comfortable ride. 


NEW YORK - Nominated 
virtually by acclamation here in 
the new Madison Square G ar­ 
den, Jimmy Carter has proved 
himself to be a political artist of 
the first magnitude. 


Watching the results of his

195b, the Italian luxury 
liner Andrea Doria left her home port 
of Genoa for New York with 1,706 pas­ 
sengers and crew m em bers aboard. 
Six days later she was lying on the 
bottom of the Atlantic a 30-foot gash in 
her starboard side. The Andrea Doria 
sank on July 2b, one day after colliding 
with 
the 
Swedish-American 
liner 
Stockholm, which had left New York 
the day before en route to Europe. The 
collision occurred shortly before mid­ 
night in a fog-shrouded area 50 miles 
south of Nantucket. The Stockholm’s 
bow, specially constructed to cut 
Ihrough ice. penetrated one-third of 


the Italian liner’s width. 


“ In that brief m om ent,” wrote 
Robert F. Burgess (Sinkings, Salvages 
and Shipwrecks, 
1970), “ the gay, 
peaceful world of the Andrea Doria 
became a nightmare of death and 
confusion. On her decks, strolling 
passengers were slam m ed into ven­ 
tilators 
and 
bulkheads. 
In 
the 
Belevedere 
lounge, 
dancers 
were 
knocked into a jumbled heap on the 
floor. In the card rooms, tables were 
jerked from their fastenings, while at 
the bars, drinkers were showered with 
broken glass. Belovy decks, passengers 
were lifted from their beds and-hurled 
against cabin walls.” In all. 50 people 
were killed. 


The Andrea Doria had barely settled 
in her underwater grave before plans 
to salvage her were discussed. Dozens 
of schemes were conceived, but all 
were abandoned in the face of the 
many technical and legal problems 
involved. Meanwhile, reports of the 
wealth aboard her grew. There is said 
to be more than a million dollars in 
cash, jewels, industrial diamonds and 
negotiable bonds in her three safes and 
sal«* deposit boxes. 


The latest attem pt to explore the 
Andrea Doria was organized by film­ 
maker Peter Gimbel anil German ac­ 
tress Elga Andersen. Last sum m er 
they and their crew spent four weeks 
filming the sunken liner, including the 
damaged section which had nut been 
seen since she sank Their adventures 
were the subject of a 
television 
program broadcast last March. Ac­ 
cording to Gimbel, the reasons why 
the ship went down have never been 
adequately explained. He quoted a 
congressional committee report that 
stated the Andrea Doria sank “ after 
damage apparently 
le s s than she 
should have been able to withstand.” 
Meanwhile, the mystery of what really 
happened to the Andrea Doria remains 
buried along with her treasures.

HEALTH. A young woman in 


her teens could expect a life 
span of 96 years, but about two 
out of three children died in the 
first few years of life Colonist? 
"were plagued by a host of 
diseases such as pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, smallpox, typhoid 
and yellow fever. Because 
colonial children drank little 
milk, most of them had poor 
teeth. Often a young woman of 
30 was already half toothless. 


FOOD. Nobody starved in the 


colonies, although some urban 
poor ate meagerty. Even on the 
frontier, there wire big break- 
fasts and plentiful noontime 
dinners. In the cities, women 
went daily to the public market 
to buy meat and produce.

NEW YORK - In 1776, the 
people in the United States were 
almost as young as the country; 
more than half of the 2.5 million 
colonists were under the age of 
16. 


Since bachelors outnumbered 
young, single women by more 
than two to one, a colonial girl's 
chances of being courted were 
excellent, 
says 
the 
July 
“ Seventeen,” in a report on 
“The Teen Scene in 1776.” Most 
girls were married by the age of 
18, some as young as 13, and an 
unmarried woman of 25 was 
considered an “ ancient maid.” 


The report reveals other lit­ 
tle-known facts of revolutionary 
life: 


COURTSHIP. Custom and law 
required the swain 
to get 
parental approval before court­ 
ing a girl, on pain of a fine and 
public whippings. After that, 
couples had a lot of freedom. 
They dated unchaperoned, in 
spots like the woods or a barn. 
In some of the New England 
colonies, 
courting 
couples 
bundled, or huddled under a 
blanket, with their clothes on; 
they were not supposed to have 
sexual relations. The custom 
was viewed as an innocent 
prelude to m arriage, and a 
couple often “ bundled" all 
night. 
When 
bundlers 
got 
carried away, marriage usually 
followed. But if it didn’t, in most 
colonies no lasting shame at­ 
tached to the girl’s family when 
a child was bom. Transgression 
of the rules was frequent. In one 
New England town, one-third of 
the young m arried confessed 
they’d had premarital relations. 
Bundling was 
not common 
among the better-off. Their

called a whispering rod. 


MARRIAGE. 
Most 
brides 
dressed in their Sunday best or 
in lavish gowns imported from 
England. But some followed an 
old custom of wearing only a 
simple smock; tradition decreed 
that if the bride was dressed so 
sparsely, her husband did not 
have to assume her debts. 


There was not likely to be a 
honeymoon, 
and 
the 
law 
regarded a wife as little more 
than her husband’s property. 
She did not even own her 
clothing and almost without ex­ 
ception had to look forward to a 
life of hard work. She was 
already a good cook and an ex­ 
cellent seamstress; her mother 
had seen to that. Large families 
were an economic asset, with so 
much work to be done. Families 
of 10 or 12 children were com­ 
mon. 


EDUCATION. 
Girls 
were 
believed 'to have neither the 
mental ability nor the need for 
much education. It was rare for 
a young woman to put in more 
than three years of school; the 
handful 
of 
colleges 
were 
reserved for boys. 


HEALTH. A young woman in 
her teens could expect a life 
span of 56 years, but about two 
out of three children died in the 
first few years of life. Colonists 
were plagued by a host of 
diseases such as pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, smallpox, typhoid 
and 
yellow 
fever. 
Because 
colonial children drank little 
milk, most of them had poor 
teeth. Often a young woman of 
20 was already half toothless. 


FOOD. Nobody starved in the 
colonies, although some urban 
poor ate meagerly. Even on the 
frontier, there were big break­ 
fasts and plentiful noontime 
dinners.

Certification of some 350.000 
signatures is one of the final 
hurdles before the proposal — 
which requires that deposits be

If the petitions are certified, 
the proposal would go to the 
state legislature, which would 
have 40 days to pass a law 
calling for no-return containers. 
If it did pass such a law, the 
measure would appear on the 
Nov. 2 general election ballot.

State Residents Breathe Cleaner Air

The DNR says violations of federal pollution standards were 
recorded in 11 counties in 1975 In the heavily populated Detroit 
metropolitan area, improvements occurred despite continued 
violations of air quality standards, said the agency. Wayne 
County, it said, exceeded federal standards in suspended par­ 
ticles. carbon monoxide and ozone. The DNR’s findings were 
detailed in a report to be presented Monday in Marquette at a 
meeting of the state Air Pollution Control Commission 


“ Evaluation of data from monitoring points reveals that 
Michigan air quality continued to show overall improvement,” 


said Dennis Armbruster of the air quality division. 


The DNR used 400 devices last year — up from 370 the year 
before — measured five pollutants in 40 Michigan counties. The 
pollution standards were set by the federal government, which 
says violations may cause adverse health effects, especially for 
persons suffering from chronic respiratory ailments. The most 
common health problems linked to air pollution are inflammation 
of the respiratory tract, bronchitis, asthma, emphysema, edema, 
cardiac problems, headaches and eye irritations. 


The report found violations in the following areas: 
—Suspended particulates, in Alpena, Monroe, St. Clair and 
Wayne counties. The Huron Portland Cement Co. was the majon 
source of of particulate violations in Alpena County, although the 
DNR said the situation should improve in December when the 
company is scheduled to complete an abatement program. 


“Modest particulate concentration improvement” was noted in 
Wayne County, where a study is 8n progress to determine whether 
current regulations are adequate or additional controls are need­ 
ed.

It would be up to the legisla­ 
ture to set the tax rates on 
higher incomes, Riiss said.

Panel Reviews Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate Finance Committee is 
taking a second look at dozens of amendments that were written 
into a big tax bill last month, including several that benefit only 
one or two firms. Sen. Russell Long, D-La., arranged today’s 
meeting of his committee in response to criticism of the amend­ 
ments as the Senate neared a vote on extending last year’s in­ 
dividual tax cuts at least through next June. Unless the tax cuts 
are renewed, a four-member family making $15,000 annually 
would face a tax hike of $180 a year. For a single person earning 
$8,000, the increase would be $182 and for a couple with no children 
and earning $10,000, there would be a $204 hike. A family of four 
earning $6,000 would pay $445 more. 


Schorr Leak Unsolved 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congressmen who served on the House 
intelligence committee are telling investigators they did not leak 
the panel’s secret report to CBS newsman Daniel Schorr and don’t 
know who did. House ethics committee investigators said Monday 
that after more than 400 interviews and $150,000 spent, they have 
not been able to determine who gave Schorr a copy of the in­ 
telligence committee report. Chief investigator David Bowers said 
the source of the leak has been narrowed to five intelligence 
committee members, three or four staff aides and a number of 
federal officials. Members of the now-disbanded committee are 
saying they don’t know how Schorr got the report. 


Six Poles Are Sentenced 


WARSAW, Poland (AP) — Six workers were sentenced to prison 
terms ranging from four to 10 years Monday for their part in riots 
last month protesting higher food prices. Seven more were to learn 
their fate today. The Warsaw High Court was to hand down its 
verdict on seven men charged with damaging state property and 
blocking railroad traffic in the Warsaw suburb of Ursus. During 
the demonstration there on June 25, workers in a tractor factory 
blocked a main railroad line to the city and derailed a locomotive. 
No one was reported hurt. Six workers were convicted and sen­ 
tenced Monday in Radom, an industrial city 62 miles south of 
Warsaw, the Polish news agency Interpress reported. They were 
charged with attacking people and property. 


Felony Assault Hearing 


BLOOMFIELD HILLS, Mich. (AP) — Former Birmingham 
orthodontist Daniel Boucher was arraigned Monday on charges of 
assault with intent to commit murder stemming from an attack 
on his stepdaughter’s husband in 1968. A plea of not guilty was 
entered on behalf of the 54-year-old mental patient, who was 
ordered held in the Oakland County Jail. Bloomfield Hills District 
Judge reqested a hearing July 26 to determine whether Boucher 
is competent to stand trial for the assault. The assault on Ronald 
Mallek occurred in Birmingham on Oct. 16, 1968, shortly after 
Boucher’s ex-wife, Blanche, and their 7-year-old son were fatally 
shot. Oakland County Prosecutor L. Brooks Patterson has at­ 
tempted to have Boucher stand trial for the slayings. But Oakland 
County Circuit Judge Steven Andrews has dismissed the charges, 
citing the state’s mental health code. The code says charges 
against a criminal defendant must be dismissed if the person has 
been confined to a mental institution for more than 15 months 
after being judged incompetent to stand trial. Boucher has been 
confined in state hospitals since 1973.

Constantine; Mottville; E lkhart 
and M ishawaka, Ind.; Niles; 
Buchanan and Berrien Springs.

Campers m ust obtain the land 
ow ner's perm ission for over­ 
night stays. Bring your own

Favorite Sports and M arine at 
Benton 
H arbor 
and 
T hree 
Rivers Sportland are about the 
only canoe liveries on the St. 
Joseph. It is easy to find a spot 
for picnicking since there are 
park! in alm ost all of the m any 
towns along the river. 


History buffs will find m any 
attractions along the St. Joseph. 
At C entreville, 
the Langley 
Covered Bridge — a large red 
wooden structure — still carries 
traffic over the river as it has 
since 1887. 


On the farm land around Cen­ 
treville, m any Amish plow the 
fields with horse-draw n plows 
and shun the modern world. 


At Three R ivers’ Scidm ore 
Park, travelers can see the his­ 
torical m arker which identifies 
the junction of the Rocky, Por­ 
tage and St Joseph Rivers as a 
favorite cam psite for Indians 
centuries ago. The park has a 
spacious picnic area and a zoo 
with an extensive display of 
anim als, including deer, elk, 
bear, wildcat and fox. 


Following the river into In­ 
diana, 
the canoeist 
paddles 
through 
densely 
populated 
stretches of land dotted with 
expensive homes and factories. 
At one point, the river runs ad­ 
jacent to the Notre Dame cam ­ 
pus in South Bend. 


Stil farther dow nstream at 
Niles is the site of Ft. St. 
Joseph, founded in the late 1600s 
on land given by the French 
government to the Jesuits for a 
mission. The fort later fell into 
English hands and for several 
days in 1791 was under Spanish 
control. When the A m erican 
government cam e into full con­ 
trol of the Northwest T erritory, 
the Niles area became the only 
place in Michigan to have been 
governed under four flags. 


The Ft. St. Joseph Museum, 
headquartered 
in 
an 
1882 
carriage house, has collections 
that include relics from the 
original fort and artifacts relat­ 
ing to Chief Sitting Bull and the 
Oglala Sioux. 


Around the next bend near 
Buchanan, travelers find Bear 
Cave, a natural limestone cave 
where guided tours take visitors 
through a succession of form a­ 
tions — stalactities, flow stones, 
petrified leaves and vegetation. 
Adjacent to the cave is Bear 
Cave Park, where riverside pic­ 
nic tables and cam psites are 
nestled among wooded hills and 
deep rav ines. 


At the m outh of the river, 
where it em pties into Lake 
M ichigan, 
F ath er 
Jacques 
M arquette becam e the first 
white man to set foot in Berrien 
County. F ath er M arquette dis­ 
covered the St. Joseph in 1675 
and named the stream “ River of 
the M iam is” for the Miami In­ 
dians who occupied the valley. 


Later La Salle followed and 
built Ft. Miami on the present 
site of St. Joseph. In 1769 there 
was a thriving trading and 


m ilitary post at Ft. Miami 


The Tw in Cities — Beni on 
Harbor-St. Joseph — celebrate 
the Blossom tim e Festival each 
May and in the spring of the 
year the orchards lining the 
river are a m ass of blossoms. 


The St 
Joseph is a fisher­ 
m an's paradise so bring your 
rod and reel. The state record 
Chinook salm on (44 pounds. 2 
ounces) cam e out of the St 
Joseph at the B errien Springs 
Dam. 
The 
state 
record 
steelhead 
(26 pounds, eight 
ounces) was taken off the mouth 
of the river in Lake Michigan 


A fish ladder — a $300,000 
stru ctu re — was operated for 
the first tim e last fall at the 
Berrien Springs Dam, the sal­ 
m on-watching becam e even a 
bigger sport.

He said that because of tight 
funds the projects might not be 
approved before 1979. 


But. by filing the application 
now, Graper said, “ This is a 
chance to put the city in a posi­ 
tion to do something about ad­ 
ditional housing in the future.” 
The city currently has 6ft 
senior citizen apartments and 26 
units of low-income housing. 


In other areas, the council in­ 
structed its attorney, Herbert 
Phillipson Jr., to prepare a 
ballot proposal on whether to 
have mandatory city-wide trash 
pickup.

The draft ballot proposal is to 
be considered at the council's 


next meeting. 


The action came after Coun­ 
cilman Clarence Solf, third 
ward, attempted to bring about 
a council vote on whether to 
iM-gin the program and charge a 
mandatory trash pickup fee. His 
motion died for lack of a second, 
but he urged the council to 
make a decision on the matter 
or refer it to city voters. 


At the last meeting, the coun­ 
cil killed Solf's proposal to 
charge $2.75 a month on all city 
water bills for trash collection. 


The mandatory trash collec­ 
tion fee was to have been linked 
to an ordinance prohibiting 
trash burning in the city.

Baroda To Ask Fire Truck Levy 


BARODA — The Baroda 
township board last night voted 
to put a one-mill property tax 
levy for five years on the Nov. 2 
general election ballot. 


The one-mill levy, to be used 
to buy fire department equip­ 
ment, would replace a half-mill 
fire equipment levy that expires 
with 
1976 
tax 
collections. 
Township voters approved the 
five-year levy in 1972. 


Revenue from the proposed 
mill levy, about $14,000 the first 
year, would be used towards the 
purchase of a new fire truck 
that will cost an estimated 
$45,000 to $50,000, according to 
township officials. 


The board currently has the 
authority to levy up to 3.5 mills: 
one for general operations; one 
for fire and ambulance service; 
1.5 mills for garbage pickup; 
and the half mill for fire equip­ 
ment. 


Jay Shunkwiler, fire board 
chairman, said the department 


now has two other trucks, a 1939 
model and a 1946 model. It will 
take approximately one year for 
the new truck to be delivered. 


In other business. Merle Tif­ 
fany, 10545 Singer Lake road, 
president of Tiffany Acres com­ 
pany, presented preliminary 
plans for building approxima­ 
tely 18 duplex dwellings on 10 
acres of land located between 
Singer 
Lake 
and 
Shawnee 
roads. 


The board instructed Tiffany 
to meet with the township plan­ 
ning commission on Aug. 9 
where 
he 
will 
request 
approximately 30 acres of land 
be rezoned from agricultural to 
planned unit development. 


Tiffany stated he will begin 
with the 10 acres, but plans to 
develop the remaining 20 at a 
later time. He also said he plans 
to develop a recreational area 
which will include tennis courts, 
a pond and a swimming pool. 


Tiffany reported the duplex 


buildings are expected to cost 
approximately $40,000 each and 
will be of rustic design with five 
or six different styles being 
used. 


He said each structure will be 
placed on approximately two- 
thirds of an acre and will be 
rented out by the month 
rather than drawing the tourist 
resident. 


Supervisor Orland Mead an­ 
nounced the township census is 
expected to begin soon and Mrs. 
Mary Mahoney, Battle Creek, of 
the U.S. Department of Com­ 
merce, Bureau of Census, will 
be at the township hall on Mon­ 
day, July 16 at 9:30 a.m., to in­ 
terview applicants for taking 
the census. Four persons will be 
required and will be paid $2.50 
an hour or 11 cents a name plus 
15 cents per mile. 


The township is seeking the 
new census because it believes 
new population figures would 


lead to an increase in state 
revenue sharing funds for the 
township. 


The revenue sharing funds 
are based on population which 
township officials believe has 


grown since the 1970 census. 


The planning commission 
reported six building permits 
for construction costing an es­ 
timated $53,750 were approved 
during June.

COVERT — A Kalamazoo 
radio station owner is compet­ 
ing with South Haven radio sta­ 
tion WJOR for the rights to an 
available FM radio frequency in 
the South Haven-Covert area 
Robert B. Taylor, owner of 
Kalamazoo’s WBUK, has filed 
an application with the Federal 
Communications commission 
(FCC) (FCC) seeking a license 
to open a Class A broadcast 
station in Covert. 


The proposed station would 
operate on 98.3 Mhz.. the same 
frequency sought by Radio Sta­ 
tion WJOR for an FSl station to 
be operated in South Haven. 


Taylor said he did not learn 
WJOR was also going to file for 
the frequency until after his 
application was submitted.. 


Taylor said he filed his 
application June 28. Lee Emer­ 
son. program director at WJOR.

The proposed Covert station 
would operate 24 hours a day, 
according to Taylor’s applica­ 
tion.
